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Bistro to open on 
former hotel site

A SEVEN-day-a-week bistro and bar 
is set to open on the site of a former 
hotel in Haverhill. 

The Nine Jars Bistro, which will 
take over the premises of the old Bell 
Hotel on the High Street, will serve 
cocktails and tapas-style food for up 
to 200 covers. 

The venture has been launched 
by Haverhill lettings agency CXG 
Lettings, which is owned by broth¬ 
ers Daniel and Robin Pilley, and is 
expected to open before the end of 
the year. 

Daniel Pilley said Nine Jars Bistro 
would bring something to the town 
“that you would only find normally 
in major cities, such as Cambridge, 
London and Nottingham”. 

“It’s going to be the place to go 
for sophistication, where people 
can come and sit down and where 
people can enjoy small plates with 
good-quality drink,” he said. 

“You’re going to be able to listen to 
background music, but enjoy social¬ 
ising with your friends. There will be 
places to sit and eat at tables, as well 
as lounge areas to relax.” 

Mr Pilley, who has 20 years busi¬ 
ness experience in the town, said 


the new establishment would gen¬ 
erate an estimated 10 to 15 jobs, and 
would compliment the six bedroom 
“boutique” hotel, which has been 
planned by CXG Lettings for the 
floor above. 

“Our vision is to create a bar where 
people can come and sit and social¬ 
ise, which will give Haverhill an al¬ 


ternative to pubs where you have 
300 people squeezed together,” he 
added. 

Mr Pilley’s son James, who is in¬ 
volved in the project, said there 
would be a variety of food on offer 
during the day, such as paninis and 
sandwiches, as well as tapas-style 
food. There will also be a raft of 


cocktails and craft beer served in the 
evening. 

He added: “It’s not aimed at the 
‘get as drunk as you possibly can’ 
kind of thing. It’s going to be a much 
more relaxed atmosphere.” 

James, who has five years experi¬ 
ence as a chef, said the premises 
had been left derelict since Novem¬ 
ber 2013 after the Bell Hotel closed 
down. 

The site had been granted plan¬ 
ning permission in 2014 to be con¬ 
verted into 11 flats and a retail unit, 
but CXG wanted to return it to its 
former use as a hotel. 

Renovation began shortly be¬ 
fore Christmas, and since then, the 
building has been “completely gut¬ 
ted”. 

It is being refurbished to create an 
“industrial vintage feel”. 

“We have sanded the bar down 
and now we are putting it back gain,” 
James said. “There will be exposed 
brickwork, Chesterfield sofas, Edi¬ 
son light bulbs - that sort of thing.”

Celebration of 
armed forces 
attracts crowds

HUNDREDS of spectators 
flocked to Haverhill High 
Street at the weekend to take 
part in a celebration of mili¬ 
tary pride. 

National Armed Forces 
Day, which took place on 
Saturday, was celebrated in 
Haverhill with a musical pa¬ 
rade, the arrival of military 
vehicles and stalls exhibiting 
historical photos of local ser¬ 
vicemen. 

At 11am, the Bury St Ed¬ 
munds Sea Cadets band left 
Haverhill Arts Centre to lead 
a procession down the High 
Street, where market traders 
had set up stalls. 

The “brilliant” musical 
band gathered in Market 
Square before three cadets 
carried out a flag-raising cer¬ 
emony in front of the crowds. 

Also in the square were 
plenty of stalls, military 
trucks and wartime memo¬ 
rabilia. A jive dance - remi¬ 
niscent of the 1940s and 
1950s - was performed by a 
local dance group. 


Alan Bumpstead, of the 
Royal British Legion, which 
organised the event along¬ 
side Haverhill Town Coun¬ 
cil and the Haverhill Fam¬ 
ily History Group, said the 
day was a happy occasion 
designed to celebrate the 
armed forces. 

He said: “I think the good 
thing about it was it brought 
together people of all ages, 
but in a totally informal and 
relaxing way. Most people 
were out shopping and hap¬ 
pened to come to view the 
event, but it was an attrac¬ 


tion in the middle of town.” 

He added that despite the 
showers, hundreds of people 
attended. 

The Haverhill Family His¬ 
tory Group asked people to 
donate photos of service¬ 
men ahead of the event. The 
group subsequently created 
posters featuring military 
photos of local people from 
as far back as the Boer War to 
the present day. 

The posters will be avail¬ 
able for viewing over the next 
few months at Haverhill Arts 
Centre.

FAMILIES were forced out 
of their homes by flooding 
at the weekend as “biblical” 
storms battered the Haver¬ 
hill area. 

Flood alerts were in force 
from Saturday night to Mon¬ 
day morning for the River 
Stour from Kedington to 
Sudbury and on Saturday 
night for the Stour Brook in 
Haverhill itself. 

In Withersfield, residents 
reported that three homes 
were flooded and cars were 
left half submerged. 

The owner of Bradman’s 
pub in the village, Lee D’Arcy- 
lones, said: “It was horren¬ 
dous. There were about three 
or four houses flooded. 

“It affected us as a business 
because the road was cut off 
in three different directions.” 

A bride who was getting 
married at St Mary the Vir¬ 
gin Church in Withersfield 
said she “wasn’t as happy as 
I should have been” as the 
flooding made getting to the 
church an ordeal. 

Tina Kimble, who lives in 
Haverhill’s Parkside, said: 
“We all looked like drowned 
rats as we walked down the 
aisle.” 

She said that the wedding 
party had trouble getting 
to the reception in Castle 
Camps because of flooding 
and when they arrived they 
were “sitting in puddles” be¬ 
cause the reception was in a 
marquee. 

However, a kind stranger 
who saw her struggling in 
her wedding dress in the rain 


reached out via social media 
to offer her the gift of a disco 
and a bouncy castle to make 
up for the washed-out wed¬ 
ding day. 

“I was sitting in Wimpy and 
it almost made me cry,” she 
said. “I couldn’t believe they 
were being so generous.” 

Flooding was also re¬ 
ported on other roads in the 
Haverhill area, including the 
A1307 and on the B1061 from 
Haverhill to Thurlow, where 
one driver estimated the wa¬ 
ter was 2ft deep. 

In the South Cambridgesh¬ 
ire village of Weston Colville, 
a family with a four-month- 
old baby were forced out of 
their home on Saturday as 3ft 
of water came flooding into 
their house. 

Helen Frame, 35, said: “I’ve 
literally never seen anything 
like that in my life,” she said. 
“It couldn’t have come down 
any faster. It was biblical.” 

She said the damage had 
been so severe that she, her 
husband and their two sons 
would not be able to return 
to the house in the village’s 
Chapel Road for two months. 

But she added: “At the end 
of the day, it is replaceable. 
Family is the most important 
thing.” 


She said a “hero” neigh¬ 
bour had attached a cord to 
her belt to help pull them 
out of their home against 
the current, and had given 
the family - including sons 
Oliver, 2, and George, four 
months - a place to sleep for 
the night. 

Mrs Frame continued: “It 
was a little bit like white wa¬ 
ter rafting - it was a proper 
river, up to our waists as we 
came out.” 

She and her husband An¬ 
drew, 36, had tried to put 
belongings upstairs and take 
what they needed to look af¬ 
ter the children. 

She said: “It was traumatic 
for the boys - Oliver was ter¬ 
rified. We just had to put 
them upstairs because we 
were trying to salvage things. 
He said to me this morning: 
Ts our house still full of wa¬ 
ter’?” 

She said that there had 
been no flooding in the vil¬ 
lage “in anybody’s living 
memory”. 

An Environment Agency 
rain gauge at Fleam Dyke in 
South Cambridgeshire re¬ 
ported that more than 15mm 
of rain fell in the space of just 
one hour on Saturday after¬ 
noon.

Wheelie bins block way 
to town for blind man

A PARTIALLY-sighted man who 
uses a guide dog has complained 
that wheelie bins left in the middle 
of the pavement prevent him from 
walking across town. 

Simon Edwards, who is registered 
as blind, said the problem occurred 
when binmen emptied the bins and 
put them back on the pavement 
haphazardly, creating obstacles for 
partially-sighted people, wheelchair 
users, and those with buggies. 

The 42-year-old man lives at Lav¬ 
ender Field with his guide dog Pars¬ 
ley. On trips into town, the golden 
retriever leads him along the pave¬ 
ment, but often encounters prob¬ 
lems with the bins - particularly 
at the Strawberry Field estate and 
Parkway Estate. 

“[The binmen] put them back in 
any old place because they have to 
get on with their job. I’m sure the 
council will say that the binmen 
don’t have time, but they should 
make time.” 

When three-year-old Parsley can¬ 
not navigate a route because of an 


obstacle, he usually backtracks and 
tries to go around it. But this has 
led to some potentially dangerous 
situations. “There are a number of 
times when I have had to walk on 
the road and nearly been hit by a 
car,” he said. 

He said the worst day was on 
Wednesday, where two bins are 
picked up and dropped off in some 
parts of the town. “On Wednesday, 
each house has two bins out, and 
you can imagine how many are out 
on the footpath. On those days I 


won’t go down to town because it 
makes my life and absolute night¬ 
mare.” 

Haverhill resident Katie Donno, 
17, said she has similar issues as a 
wheelchair user. 

“When going down the High 
Street, you either have to dodge the 
bins or dodge the potholes,” she 
said. 

“Things do become a real strug¬ 
gle when you’re by yourself and you 
have to wheel around them. Some¬ 
times the pavements aren’t big 


enough for me and the bins. It’s like 
an assault course.” 

She said a good solution would 
be to “leave them by the side of the 
road or even in the drive - just so 
there’s enough room for a wheel¬ 
chair, because it’s just not fair.” 

A Haverhill Town Council spokes¬ 
man told the News : “Thanks for 
bringing this to our attention. We 
will speak to our crews to try to pre¬ 
vent this from happening again.”

Chamber 
wants to see 
third exit 

TRANSPORT plans for the 2,500- 
home Great Wilsey development 
are in danger of ignoring the 
needs of Haverhill businesses to 
cater for those in Cambridge. 

That is the view of Haverhill's 
Chamber of Commerce which 
said in a statement it had 
"serious worries" over current 
plans to rule out a third exit 
point. 

The chamber said: "We are 
very concerned that the transport 
assessment has not included our 
request for a third exit near the 
Haverhill Golf Club, which was in 
the original plan. 

"In our opinion, this third exit 
will help traffic flow to our main 
industrial estate," it added. 

"The homes are not exclusive¬ 
ly for people working in Cam¬ 
bridge," the chamber said, "and 
many people who work in the 
town are likely to live in them. 

"We urge all three councils - 
town, borough and county - to 
look at Haverhill for what it 
has to offer within the town, 
rather than focus purely on 
how to accommodate traffic to 
Cambridge. When looking at 
pushing traffic on to the A1307 
in the next five years, the new 
bypass will certainly get the 
traffic out of Haverhill, but 
how does it then travel towards 
Cambridge and beyond?"

A MUSICIAN who formed 
his own band just a year ago 
is set to release an album 
this summer. 

Dale Bennett, 24, will be 
releasing the album Signals 
on August 13, with his band 
Dale Bennett and The Inci¬ 
dentals. 

Dale, who lives in Haver¬ 
hill, said he has been inter¬ 
ested in music since he was 
a child. 

He said: “My dad loves 
music. I kind of grew up 
with it and listened to the 
stuff he likes, sang along to 
the tunes. I did a talent con¬ 
test when I was 8 years old 
and people told me I was re¬ 
ally good - so I carried on.” 

After launching his career 
as a solo singer-songwriter, 
he formed Dale Bennett and 
The Incidentals less than a 
year ago. 

The band’s current line¬ 
up, with Alex Coombes and 
Michael Pulman on guitar, 
Luke Andrews on drums 
and Jack Sunaway on bass, 
has been going just three 
months.

guitar. When I write the mu¬ 
sic I normally end up get¬ 
ting session musicians for 
the recording.

He said forming a band 
had been good news for the 
music’s popularity: “Since 
we got the band together it’s 
got really, really busy.” 

In the last two months the 
band has supported Ameri¬ 
can country-inspired singer 
Nell Bryden and hit 80s duo 
Go West at the Apex in Bury 
St Edmunds. 

Dale Bennett and The 
Incidentals are set to be re¬ 
leasing a single from the 
new album, entitled Just a 
Little, on July 16, alongside 
a music video, partly filmed 
when the band appeared at 
Suffolk’s Homegrown festi¬ 
val. 

Dale described Just a Lit¬ 
tle as “a really poppy upbeat 
kind of song, which seems 
to go down pretty well”. 


It is one of nine songs, all 
penned by Dale, to feature 
on the new album. 

He said: “I would say that 
overall it’s quite a feelgood 
album, but there are a cou¬ 
ple of songs that might 
make you want to cry. A lot 
of them are kind of like hap¬ 
py-go-lucky love songs. 

“The girlfriend I’m with 
now, I went through a bad 
patch with her, and it’s kind 
of about that. It’s quite per¬ 
sonal.” 

The band has organised a 
launch party which is open 
to the public for the new al¬ 
bum on August 12. 

The party is set to take 
place at Haverhill’s New 
Croft in Chalkstone Way, 
from 7.30pm onwards, and 
will feature performances 
from Bury St Edmunds gui¬ 
tarist Alton Wahlberg, and 
Cambridge band Bearded 
Grey, before Dale and his 
band round off the night.

Help on offer 
over job fears 

WHILE it is promising that UK 
unemployment has fallen, we know 
it's not all good news, as research by 
Citizens Advice this week highlights 
the extent of insecure employment 
and the financial challenges it 
presents. 


A total of 4.5 million people 
in England and Wales are now in 
insecure work, including temporary 
contracts, variable shifts and zero- 
hour contracts. A lack of regular 
hours and guaranteed pay can cause 
huge uncertainty and stress, as 
workers may not know from week 
to week if they will be able to cover 
their bills or rent, or put food on the 
table for their families. 

As a charity helping people in 
financial hardship, this echoes what 
we regularly hear. Thirty-nine per 
cent of low income workers told us 


their outgoings outweighed their 
earnings, and 57 per cent would like 
to work more hours but cannot get 
the work. In addition, 87 per cent of 
all low income households have seen 
no improvement to their financial 
situation within the last year. 

Accessing welfare support can 
also be a challenge for those with 
fluctuating hours and pay. Therefore, 
we urge anyone who is struggling 
financially to use our free Benefits 
Calculator at Turn2us.org.uk to check 
what help could be available. It 
also includes a 'better-off' function 


to show how a change in hours 
or wages could affect benefits 
entitlements and overall household 
income. 

While more needs to be done to 
tackle insecure employment in the 
long term, we hope that we can help 
more people to find the support they 
need now, which could make all 
the difference in easing some of the 
pressures they face.

Paths ‘riddled with potholes’ 


says woman in wheelchair

A WHEELCHAIR user says she has 
been left unable to leave her home 
due to the terrible state of footpaths 
near her house. 

Grandmother-of-four Denise Grif¬ 
fin lives in Fastnet Close, off Shetland 
Road, on Haverhill’s Wilsey Estate. 

The 60-year-old woman described 
the footpaths on the estate as rid¬ 
dled with dangerous potholes which 
make using them difficult not just for 
her, but for mothers with pushchairs. 

Mrs Griffin, who is suffering from 
bone cancer, started using a wheel¬ 
chair in January. She said she had 
tried to go out with her carer recently 
but: “I was - number one - exhausted 
and number two, I felt like I had been 
shaken from head to toe.” 

She said that it was difficult even to 
get to the bus stop. 

“It stops me completely from going 
out unless I go by four wheels,” she 
said. 

Mrs Griffin added that her 4-year- 
old grandson was trying to learn how 
to ride a bicycle, but wasn’t able to 
because of the state of the paths. 

She said: “Everybody’s talking 
about how they can’t take their chil-

dren out to learn how to ride a bike 
because there are so many holes.” 

The grandmother said her daugh- 
ter-in-law, who also lives on the 
Wilsey Estate, had contacted Suf¬ 
folk Highways about the issue three 
weeks ago, and Mrs Griffin herself 


had contacted them about it on June 
22. She said they had both been told 
repairing the potholes was not a pri¬ 
ority. 

A spokesperson for Suffolk High¬ 
ways said: “We appreciate Mrs Grif¬ 
fin’s situation and we were very 


prompt to respond to her letter last 
week. We appreciate that there’s a 
scope of work to do here in time. 

“However, we have to manage 
our priorities across the highways 
in Haverhill and will try to do it in a 
timely fashion.” 


Priest to 
face retrial 
over fraud 
charge 

A CLERGYMAN is to face 
a retrial over allegations 
that he defrauded his own 
church. 

Last November, a jury at 
Ipswich Crown Court failed 
to reach a verdict after 
hearing evidence in the case 
of the Rev Ian Finn. 

On Monday, it was 
decided that a retrial would 
take place in early January 
next year and was expected 
to last for up to six days. 

The Rev Finn, 57, who 
is Rector of St Mary the 
Virgin in Haverhill, has been 
accused of fraud by abuse 
of position in respect of 
undeclared fees for funerals 
and the reading of wedding 
banns. 

The offence is alleged 
to have been committed 
between June, 2007, and 
March, 2014, at Haverhill. 

Judge David Goodin told 
the Rev Finn, of Hopton 
Rise, Haverhill, who is also 
Rural Dean of Clare and 
an Honorary Canon of St 
Edmundsbury Cathedral, 
that he would continue to 
be granted bail until his next 
court appearance.

Hacking 
charge 
man ‘in 
danger’ 


THE vicar father of an autistic man from Suf¬ 
folk accused of hacking into US government 
computers warned there was a “high prob¬ 
ability” that his son would kill himself if he 
was extradited to the US. 

Lauri Love, who lives at Stradishall and 
has Asperger’s, is accused of stealing huge 
amounts of data from US agencies, including 
the Federal Reserve, the Department of De¬ 
fence, Nasa and the FBI. 

American authorities want the 31-year- 
old, who lives with his parents, to stand trial 
there over charges of cyber-hacking, which 
his lawyers say could lead to him spending 
up to 99 years in prison if found guilty. 

But his parents told an extradition hearing 
at Westminster Magistrates’ Court their “ex¬ 
ceptionally gifted” son had a long history of 
severe mental health and physical illnesses. 

His mental health, combined with the 
deep stress of separation while waiting for 
trial and during a possible jail sentence, 
would be “highly likely” to result in his sui¬ 
cide, they said. 

The Rev Alexander Love, a prison chaplain 
who himself works with vulnerable people 
at risk of suicide, told the court that those 
he helps often see killing themselves as their 
only solution to a future they cannot see. 

He said: “In regard to my son . . . Lauri is 
somebody who strikes me as somebody who 
will do this. The probability is quite high.” 

Mr Love said the “bitter experience” of 
leading funerals for people who had killed 
themselves led to the regret that everyone 
has, “that they didn’t see it coming”. 

The court heard that his son, an electrical 
engineering student, is accused of working 
with others to carry out a series of sophisti¬ 
cated cyber attacks on computer networks 
in the US from the UK, breaking in via the 
“back door” to access personal information 
of thousands of government staff, as well as 
credit card details. 

But his lawyer Ben Cooper said there was a 
“real risk” that the slim chance of bail in the 
US while awaiting trial, the possibility of be¬ 
ing incarcerated in solitary confinement and 
being separated from his parents - whose 
care and presence is “fundamental” to his 
mental stability - means there is a “real risk 
of mental breakdown”. 

The hearing continues.

Councillors from 
three counties meet 


A RANGE of issues were dis¬ 
cussed at a groundbreaking new 
meeting attended on Monday by 
councillors from Suffolk, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Essex. 

The first ever Haverhill Area 
Forum meeting saw more than 
30 delegates from parishes close 
to Haverhill - spanning the three 
counties - gather in the town to 
debate crucial local issues such 
as the A1307 and healthcare. 

Cllr John Batchelor, who rep¬ 
resents Linton at South Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council, 
said: “It was a ‘getting to know 
you’ meeting really. I think it 
went fine. There were a lot of 
different strains to it, so I think 
in the next one we will focus on 
one or two issues rather than a 
scatter-gun approach. 

“Those of us who sit on the 
A1307 have always had com¬ 
plaints about Haverhill develop¬ 
ments, so that was certainly an 
issue that we wanted to raise. 

“Considering that, there hasn’t 
been one pound spent on in¬ 
frastructure over the border in 
Cambridgeshire. The City Deal 
money proposes changes, but 
even that money doesn’t seem to 
go very far.” 

He said the initiative had been 
launched to raise greater aware¬ 
ness of local problems. “It’s a 
matter of seeing if we can speak 
with one voice or not, because

others at a district and county 
council level will make the deci¬ 
sions.” 

Another issue councillors 
discussed was the tendency of 
Haverhill residents to use doc¬ 
tors’ surgeries outside the town. 

Haverhill town councillor 
Maureen Byrne told the News : 
“We have a crisis in Suffolk as far 
as GP availability is concerned. 

“I think it’s accepted that 
it’s very difficult to get doctors 
to come and work and live in 
Haverhill.” 

She said that because the 
three counties were in the same 
NHS region, Haverhill residents 
were alleviating the issue by uti¬ 
lising services elsewhere, put¬ 
ting pressure on them.

Support on hand at 
Parkinson’s group 


A SUPPORT group for people with 
Parkinson’s in Haverhill is thriving - 
and wants to reach out to new mem¬ 
bers. 

Sheila Johnson, who lives in the 
town, set up the group about a year 
ago with her friend Susie Knight and 
after relocating twice, she is hoping 
their new venue in the Burton Cen¬ 
tre, Camps Road, will be their last 
move. 

Since the group formed, it has 
grown from about 12 members to be¬ 
tween 20 and 24 who include carers 
as well as those with Parkinson’s. 

The group is now affiliated with 
charity Parkinson’s UK. 

Parkinson’s disease is a condition 
in which parts of the brain become 
progressively damaged over many 
years. 

The main symptoms are involun¬ 
tary shaking of particular parts of the 
body, slow movement and stiff and 
inflexible muscles. 

Most people with Parkinson’s start 
to develop symptoms when they’re 
over 50, but around one in 20 people 
with the condition first experience 
symptoms when they’re under 40. 

Although there is currently no cure, 
treatments are available to help re¬ 
duce the main symptoms and main-

tain quality of life for as long as pos¬ 
sible. 

Sheila, a former telesales worker, 
has had Parkinson’s for the 17 years 
after being diagnosed just before 
her 40th birthday. The 56-year-old 
first noticed something was not 
right when she started experiencing 
cramping in her feet. 

“I was walking home from work 
like I did every day and my toes in 
my left foot would cramp,” she said.” 
I put up with it for about a year then 
my hand would lock and I found I 
couldn’t write properly and I started 
trembling as well by that stage.” 

Doctors did not diagnose the dis¬ 
ease at first as Sheila’s symptoms did 
not happen all the time and initially 
it was thought she had suffered a 
stroke. 

But after having all sorts of tests 
a neurologist finally diagnosed her 
with the disease a year-and-a-half 
later. 

“I was relieved as I thought by then 
I had a brain tumour,” she said. “The 
symptoms and the pain were so bad 
in my arm I could hardly move it. 

“When they got me on the medi¬ 


cation it freed my limbs up then I 
was able to move better. I’m quite 
lucky with the tremors. They are not 
so bad, the worst thing for me is the 
cramping of my left leg. I have diffi¬ 
culty walking distances now.” 

Sheila said she wanted to dispel the 
myth that all “we do is sit and shake”. 

“Whenever you say Parkinson’s, 
people just think it’s an old person’s 
illness and they just sit there and 
shake,” she said. “It’s not the case. 
Some people tremor, some peo¬ 
ple freeze up when they try to walk. 
That’s why there’s so many problems 
with diagnosis.” 

And for the people who do come 
to the support group, it is a chance to 
socialise as well as get help. 

“Some of the people that come 
along live on their own. One of our 
members until he met us didn’t know 
what [help] was available. He didn’t 
know he could see a neurologist,” 
added Sheila. “We have games and 
guest speakers so anyone with Par¬ 
kinson’s or not are always welcome.” 

The support group meets every 
second Wednesday of the month 
from 2-4pm. Anyone is welcome to 
go along to a meeting with the first 
one taking place in its new venue on 
July 13.

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Glasswells celebrates 70th 



AS we continue to celebrate furni¬ 
ture store Glasswells’ 70th anniver¬ 
sary, we’ve been looking at how the 
company has changed and evolved 
over the years. In this latest instal¬ 
ment we look at how things pro¬ 
gressed in the 1950s. 

In 1952, a leap forward was made 
when the opportunity to gain addi¬ 
tional storage space in St Andrews 
Street South became available. 
The property, an old coach house 
with earth floors, was just around 
the corner to the Brentgovel Street 
shop and belonged to the same 
landlords. The lease was success¬ 
fully negotiated and was eventually 
extended to include two attached 
cottages. 

“It wasn’t long before we thought 
of adding a shop front,” recalls Les¬ 
lie Glasswell. Local builder, Har¬ 
vey Frost, was engaged to draw 
up plans for a single-storey shop 
extension at an estimated cost of 
£5,000. The final result, however, 
was a two-storey shop costing dou¬ 
ble the estimate at £10,000. 

The new building, their biggest 
to date, was opened by the Mayor 
of Bury in October 1954. The Bury 
Free Press carried their first full- 
page advertisement since the war, 
which proclaimed “the first com¬ 
pletely new building to be erected 
by a local-born trader for over 50 
years”. 

Even in the 1950s, traffic conges¬ 


tion was becoming a problem in 
Bury. Furthermore, as Glasswells 
expanded, the more evident it be¬ 
came that servicing shops and cus¬ 
tomers from warehouses scattered 
about the town was highly labour 
intensive. More important still was 
the fact that supplies from manu¬ 
facturers needed to be ordered in 
quantity to qualify for a discount 
and, to maintain store displays, sold 
products needed to be replaced im¬ 
mediately from stock. 

The answer to the problem was 
to build a central warehouse, large 
enough to take care of all the firm’s 
distribution and storage needs. 
It happened that ferry Glasswell 
owned a piece of building land 
near the Tollgate Inn in Fornham 
Road. It had cost just £300 in 1951 


and although originally intended 
for a house for Leslie’s family, the 
1.1 acre site was large enough for 
a big warehouse and was easily ac¬ 
cessible. The family decided unani¬ 
mously: business must come first. 

Work began on a 10,000 sq.ft 
warehouse in 1955, however the 
steady growth of business at the 
time is illustrated by the fact that 
within 18 months of completion it 
became necessary to extend it by 
a further 5,000 sq.ft. In fact further 
additions were made until the mid 
1960s when storage space reached 
a maximum 30,000 sq.ft. 

Leslie Glasswell recollects: “The 
Tollgate warehouse was the jewel 
in our crown. We were able to store 
customers’ purchases until they 
needed them, as well as maintain 


good stocks of furniture ready for 
quicker delivery of orders”. 

just as the first bricks were being 
laid at the new warehouse in 1955, 
along came the chance of a prime 
site in Bury town centre. A well- 
known local firm, Barclay Motors, 
decided to move elsewhere in the 
town, vacating its car showroom 
in part of the Corn Exchange in the 
heart of the town. It had long win¬ 
dows facing the Traverse and the 
lease came on the market for £1,000 
- the perfect spot for a furnishing 
store. 

At a stroke, Glasswells acquired 
what was one of the biggest win¬ 
dow display spaces in East Anglia, 
opening in 1957. To make the most 
of the position, a leading West End 
designer was engaged to create a

series of display rooms - right next 
door to the hall that had housed 
some of Glasswells’ biggest exhibi¬ 
tions. 

They now had three shops in 
Bury, each serving different mar¬ 
kets: the Corn Exchange took the 
highest quality stock, the St An¬ 
drew’s shop dealt with medium 
range, and the lower end of the 
market was concentrated in Brent¬ 
govel Street. 

They became an integral part of 
the local community and intro¬ 
duced their famous Christmas tea 
and sugar distribution to local pen¬ 
sioners for many years. 

The story of an East Anglia insti¬ 
tution continues. For more infor¬ 
mation on the company go to glass¬ 
wells. co.uk.

AROUND 2,000 people are expect¬ 
ed to descend on a village outside 
Haverhill next month for a new 
event.

Keith Light was just 33 when 
he died of skin cancer, 
leaving behind his wife Laura 
and son, Peter. Now Laura, 
originally from Haverhill, is on 
a mission to spread the word 
about sun safety. 

She tells Emma Higginbotham 
her story. 

I t was a mouse - a small dead mouse on the 
doorstep - that finally led 3-year-old Peter to 
realise what had happened to his daddy. 

"I was very honest right from the start/' says 
Laura Light, recalling her attempts to tell her little 
boy that he wouldn't ever see his father, Keith, 
again. "I said to him that Daddy had slept quite 
a lot because his body was broken, and that he'd 
died. But I think most adults can't comprehend 
dying, let alone children, and he just didn't get it. 

"It's taken a dead mouse on the doorstep for 
him to understand what death is. I said that the 
mouse is now playing with Daddy in heaven - 
and he knows someone whose mum died, and 
he asked if the mouse was playing with her too. 

So it's taken months, but he understands it more 
now." 

Keith was just 33 when melanoma, the most 
dangerous form of skin cancer, claimed his life 
in April 2015. For Laura and Peter, who turned 
4 earlier this week, it's been a rollercoaster of 
a year. "But I see Keith in Peter every day; his 
smile, his energy, his mischievousness," she says. 
"He's very much his dad, and that's a comfort." 

Laura was 22 and had just finished at university 
when she first met Keith at her local in Haverhill. 
"His family owned the pub, and as soon as I saw 
him I just thought he was really nice: very loud, 
very outgoing - exactly what I needed. I was 
kind of put off by the fact that he was four years 
younger than me," she admits with a grin, "but 
we made friends and got to know each other, 
and took it from there." 

After moving to London for seven years, in 
2008 the couple bought a cottage in Litlington, 
near Royston, that needed a bit of work. A year 
later they got married. 

"It was a really great day," says the 38-year- 
old, picking up a framed wedding photo that 
shows Keith, in heart-shaped dark glasses, 
giving a victory sign to the camera. "That 
completely sums him up: just always smiling, 
always with that grin. When people talk to 
me about what they remember about him, 
it's that he was fun. He was explosive - lots 
of energy, always doing something, never 
sitting still." 

The couple were over the moon when 
Laura fell pregnant, with their baby expected in 
July 2012. But not long before her due date, it all 
began to go wrong. 

"I came back one evening and Keith had had 
a really severe nosebleed, and he was quite 
freaked out by it," recalls Laura. "So it was just 
by chance that he went to the doctor about the 
nosebleed, and the doctor said 'Is there anything 
else?"' 

There was. A couple of months earlier, Laura 
had spotted something odd about a mole on 
Keith's back. "It was very dark, and it had started 
getting lumpy," she says. "He'd never really 
gone out in the sun - he was fair-skinned, with 
strawberry blond hair - but I said 'You need to 
get that checked'." 

The doctor agreed, and arranged for Keith 
to have a biopsy, "but we weren't worried. We 
were more focused on the baby and getting the 
house finished." 

Soon after, a heavily-pregnant Laura went 
into Addenbrooke's to have a 36-week scan. 

At exactly the same time, Keith went to get the 
results of his biopsy. "Then he came back as I 
was just having my blood tested - and I saw a 
Macmillan leaflet in his hand." 

She pauses and shakes her head. "The lady 
couldn't get any blood out because my veins 
must have shrunk from the shock. It was surreal. 

He couldn't say anything to me, because there 
was someone there, and then we went down in 
the lift and he said 'Yeah, it's melanoma'." 

Keith was booked in for an operation to 
remove the mole; meanwhile Laura went into 
labour two weeks early ("I think because of the

stress of it"). Vet in spite of all the worry, 

Peter's birth was, says Laura, "perfect. I had 
a water birth, and Keith picked him up out of 
the water, so it was very special." 

But just four days later, Keith had to return 
to Addenbrooke's for his surgery. And, once 
doctors started operating, they realised that 
his condition was more serious than they'd 
hoped: the melanoma had spread to his 
lymph nodes. 

A fortnight later, Keith had a further 
operation to remove the lymph nodes down 
one side, and took three months' sick leave. 

"And we decided, because I was the 
main earner, that I would have four month's 
maternity leave, and then Keith would have 
paternal leave and look after Peter." 

As bad luck would have it, both were 
made redundant the following year. Laura, a 
product designer, found another job, and in 
August 2013 Keith decided to set up his own 
business. 

"He was a grafter. He wanted to provide 
for his family, so he set up Light & Son, which 
was house and garden maintenance. He did 
anything and everything, and built it up by 
word-of-mouth. He loved it, because it meant 
he could do the nursery run with Peter." 

For a year, Keith felt fine, and the couple 
decided to move house. "He was getting fed 
up of having to go for three-month check-ups 
because he didn't think there was anything 
wrong with him," recalls Laura. "But then 
in September 2014 we'd gone on holiday 
to France, and he seemed really tired. I put 
that down to his job, and us trying to get the 
house ready to sell. But he'd got a couple 
of lesions on his head, and to me they just 
looked . . . different." 

She was right. The lesions were signs of 
an external tumour; Keith went to have 
a scan, "and they found out it had gone 
everywhere. It was in his lungs, his liver, his 
head, everywhere. His consultant came in 
and shut the door, and he told us the news. 

He basically said 'It's unbeatable.' It was 
d evastati n g, j u st su rrea I. 

"But Keith had a very positive mind-set. 

He said 'I'm going to live to see my boy grow 
up'. That was his motivation right up until the 
end." 

Because of the advanced stage of his 
cancer, chemotherapy wasn't offered. Instead, 
Keith began a series of trial drugs, "and we 
had six months to try and do everything we 
possibly could. We went to Barcelona, we 
went to the Lakes, he bought himself an old 
Mini . . . You don't think about the future, 
because you're literally living week to week. 
But you do hope for a miracle." 

By March last year, more tumours had 
appeared, and Keith, Laura and Peter headed 
off to California for a final holiday together. 

More scans the day after they came home 


revealed the worst possible news. "They 
basically said 'It's not working'," recalls Laura. 
"It wasn't a surprise, because he'd started 
getting pains in his chest and head. That 
was when we went to palliative care - and 
obviously that's devastating. 

"But he took enough painkillers to go and 
see all of his friends, and that weekend, he 
went clay pigeon shooting with his mates and 
beat them all," says Laura with a wry laugh. 
"It's just typical him. And he'd been made 
chair of Royston Round Table, so he chaired 
his first and last meeting. He came back and 
you could tell it had taken so much out of 
him, but he just did it because that was his 
job. Then he just got worse and worse. Every 
time he moved he was sick, so I called the 
ambulance and he was taken to hospital." 

Keith went in on the Tuesday, and he died 
the following day. 

For Laura, who'd expected she'd have 
weeks rather than days left with her husband, 
it was a terrible shock. "He just went so 
quickly. And obviously for Peter it was very 
strange; he'd gone to nursery two days before 
and kissed him goodbye, and then he didn't 
see him again. So it was very confusing for 
him. We have memory books, we talk about 
him and he looks at his photos, but it's been 
a tough year." 

Inevitably, certain times are more difficult 
than others for Laura. "The days are fine; I 
can focus on work, but I find the weekends 
hard, especially Friday and Saturday nights, 
when you're generally at home with your 
family. But we're always visiting people. I've 
found a new normal, I guess." 

Laura has also poured her energy into 
fundraising for Skein (the Karen Clifford skin 
cancer charity), so far raising an astonishing 
£10,300 through her Just Giving page. "I'm 
doing what I can," she says. "The charity is 
about awareness and education, because I 
don't feel the awareness is there. Sunburn is 
seen as comical; people don't realise the risk. 
And skin cancer is preventable! 

"It's all about being safe in the sun, wearing 
sun cream, wearing sun hats, being aware of 
the UV levels. Especially for men. And this is 
the mind-set that Keith had - that he would 
be OK, that it would happen to someone 
else. 

"If you're concerned about a mole, if you 
have something on your body that you're 
not sure about, get it checked out," she 
concludes firmly. 

"I'm determined to make new memories 
with Peter - and to prevent other people 
going through what we've been through. If 
you feel that you can make a difference, you 
will."

Starting from 24th, the 
2005 champion made 
a strong start but what 
appeared to be a power 
failure resulted in him 
having to retire.

"After the pit stop, 
I was coming out of turn 
three when I noticed a 
loss of power. 

"Although it improved, 

I was so far back that we 
decided not to risk the 
engine." 

West Wratting's 
Alexander Sims endured 
a weekend to forget in the 
Blancpain Endurance Cup 
at Circuit Paul Ricard, as 
he and his Rowe Racing 
team were forced into an 
early retirement. 

He and co-drivers 
Philipp Eng and Steff 
Dusseldorp qualified 
their BMW M6 in 28th 
place. 

But Eng, who took the 
first stint of the six-hour 
race, came into contact 
with a rival on the first 
lap and suffered extensive 
damage to the exhaust. 

He continued for just 
over 10 more laps until it 
became clear retirement 
was the only option.

MARTIN Westcott is confident Haverhill 
Borough are in a strong position, despite 
the recent departures of some high- 
profile players.
